THE ATLANTIC MAILS. 

First of tlie Chartered Cunarders Reaches 
HaUfax— Next Season's Frogramme. 

Halifax, Nov. 29. — (Special) — The 
Gunard ateamer Gallia, chartered by tbe 

Beaver lino for their mail service be- 
tween England and Canada, and now on 
her first trip to this port from Liverpool, 
arrived here to-day. She Bailed from 
Liverpool on the 20th and Moville on 
tbe 2iBt. 

Manager Campbell, of the Boaver line 
company, snyB they will next spring 
strengthen the Canadian mail service 
with large and modern jiaseenger and 
freight steamerB. Tiie Beaver ateamera, 
says Mr. Campbell, will take all freight 
offering from Nova Scotia and land all 
freight for thia port here.

MR. BLAKE'S POSITION. 

His Strathroy Announcement Causes Dis- 
cussion in Irish Circles, 

MoNTitEAL, Nov. 29.— (Special)— The 
Star'a London cable aaya : Much doubt 
18 thrown in Iriab clrolea on the interpre- 
tttiion pnt upon U r. Blake'a Strathroy 
speech that be intended retiring from 
Irish politics. Timothy Healy'a Dublin 
Journal throws its cap in the air ever 
the supposed "desertion." John Dil- 
lon says that " rats are leaving the sink- 
ing ship." 

Mr. Dillon's journal makes no com- 
ment, but it is understood in Irish cy- 
cles here tiiat Mr. IMake merely referred 
to Ilia long cherished hopes to fitrain ulti- 
mately live in Canada. Itis not thought 
tie can intend to retire immediately, 
leaving the Irish ranks in tbe middle of 
ttu! battle; and on tbe eve of important 
Irish legislation before parliament hia 
retirement would be a heavy blow to 
Mr. Dillon.

Plans for Relief of Dawson's Hungry— A 
Faker Exposed— Shooting AlTnir. 

Wi.vN'H'Kd, Xov. 29. — (Sjiecial) — Hon. 
Mr. Sifton and Mr. Joseph Martin left 
by to-night's train for Ottawa. Before 
departing the miniater waa aaked what 
bo thought of the rumors of starva- 
tion at Dawson city. Mr. Sifton 
Sftiil he did not put much cred- 
ence in them aa from the best 
information tbe department could get 
there would not be any hardship in the 
first part of the winter at any event. 
One of Major Walsh'a flrat dutiea would 
bo to ascertain whether tbe food supply 
was sudicieut, and if not, before it was 
too late he would entleavor to get aa 
many iiicu as possible out to the Coast, 
as it is impossible to get food Buppliea in 
during the winter. 

Mrs. Kochou, wife of J. A. Rochon, 
the newly appointed inspector of French 
public Bchools for Manitoba, dropped 
dead at St. Uonifaue to-dny. The de- 
cuiiaed lady arrived tint a few days ago 
from Papineauville, t/ue,, to reside here 
with her husband. 

At Edmonton on Saturday eveiiing J. 
W. Shearer waa ahot by Frank Gray at 
a disorderly hoiiae. Gray was arrested. 
Shearer had called at the house for a 
companion. Ue will recover. 

Two weeks ago one John Gaynor was 
found prostrate on the sidewalk at Car- 
berry, Ho pretended to have been sand- 
bagged and declared ho waa robbed of 
nearly ^liOO. To-day the money was found 
in Gaynor's trunk by a detective. Ho 
confessed to liaviiig hid the money and 
made a pretence of being sandbagged.

ABANDONED AT 8EA. 

A Schooner Bound for Newfoundland Found 
'Waterlogged and Therefore Burned. 

New York, Nov. 29.— Tbe Holland- 
American line steamer Vaandam from 
Rotterdam and Plymouth arrived to-day. 
On Tburaday, November 25, a ship- 
wrecked vessel was sighted. A boat was 
lowered and went to the wreck, which 
waa found to bo the English schooner 
Elite, liftiling from Coole on the river 
Ilumbor. Sne showed but one foot of 
free board amidahipa and was water- 
logged. Her spars and riggioK were 
floating alongaide and dragging over tbe 
rail. The batches were battened 
down and it was impossible to 
say whether abe waa loaded or in 
ballast. The British flag floated from 
the after rail. The boats were gone and 
there waa every indication that she had 
been recently and hastily abandoned. 
The officer in charge of the steamer's 
boat directed his crew to fire the wreck. 
The schooner was soon enveloped in 
llamea and it continued to burn for a 
long time. Tbe Elite waa bound from 
Cadiz for St. John's, Nfld., in command 
of Capt. Ilargrave. She was last report- 
ed by tbe Britisli steamer Kossmore, 
which arrived at Baleymore November 
24. The Roaamore reported sighting the 
Jvlite in mid-ocean November 18, flying 
signals of distress. The heavy aeas pre- 
vented giving further aid than throwing 
aboard a few biacuite, which waa done 
with great difficulty, and the Roaamore 
then proceeded on her way. 

THE LDETGEBT CASE. 

Selecting a Judge tor tbe Second Trial of 
tbe Sausage Maker. 

Okic.\go, Nov. 29.— The second trial 
of Adolph L. Luetgert for tbe murder of 
hia wife was called before Judge Gary 
to-day. The big sausage maker was 
represented by ex-Judge Harman and 
Attorney Reiae, Attorney Phaten hav- 
ing withdrawn from the case yeaterday 
after an interview with Luetgert's new 
lawyers. The courtroom was packed 
with spectators wlien the court waa 
called to order. Most of she session was 
taken up by Mr. Harman in arguing 
that Judge Gary should not try Luetgert, 
on the grouud that he was not (jualitied 
to sit as a criminal judge. Judge Gary 
overruled the motion of the defence, 
thongh intimating that he was willing 
that 'some other judge ehould sit in tbe 
case providing counsel for the defence 
could come to an agreement with tbe 
prosecution as to who should liear it, 
Harman and Keiee held a consultation 
this afternoon with States Attorney 
Dineen, with the object of deciding up- 
on some other judge.

Ottawa, Nov. 29. — Judgment waa 
given in the Exchequer court to-day in 
favor of A. S. Woodburn vs. the tiueen 
for the sum of $38,829.' Mr. Woodburn 
waa contractor for binding the depart- 
mental reports, and sued on account of 
work having been given to other con- 
tractors. 

Tbe announcement is made that John 
Craig, recently horticulturist at tbe ex- 
perimental farm, has been married at 
Ithaca, N.Y., to Mrs. Carrier, formerly 
of thia city, who procured a divorce in 
tbe Statea. 

There appears to bo a lively race for 
tbe vacancy on tbe Suprents court bench 
of British Columbia. Among those 
whose claima are being urged besides 
Mr. Irving, are said'to be Messrs. Bod- 
well, Maccionell and (3ordon Hunter. It 
is' generally thought here that Mr. Irving 
will get the position, unless hia partner 
Mr. Bodwell stands in the way. 

Commiasioner Robertson is well satia- 
fied with the result of the first season's 
work in co-operative dairying in the 
Northv/est Territories. The two cream- 
eries at Iniiisfail and Red iJeer are to he 
continued in operation all winter and 
after ChriBtmaa the output is to hi 
packed in one and two pound tins for 
the Klondyke trade. Mr. Robertson 
thinks there should be a great market 
for Northweat. products in the Yukon 
country from thia out. 
, A new package haa been adopted for 
Dutter to oe ahipped to Japan from tbe 
Nortbweat. It is to be put up in 14- 
pound boxes and sent through in 
cold storage. The packing of North- 
west butter in tina will bo encouraged 
also with a view of developing a market 
in the West Indies. 

Messrs. Marker and Kinaella, who 
have had charge of tbe work for the de- 
partment of agriculture in the territor- 
ies, will spend tbe greater portion of the 
winter in British Columbia, lecturing on 
dairying to the farmers. Mr. Kinaella 
baa already been sent there to look over 
tbe ground. 

The action of tbe government In de- 
ciding to reduce the rate on letters from 
Canada to any part of the Britiah Em- 
pire from ten cents to three cents per 
ounce, will, it ia estimated, entail an an- 
nual loss to the country of about ifSO.OOO. 
Much speculation is being indulged in aa 
to the manner in wiiich tlie new move 
will bo received by the home govern- 
ment and tbe governments of sister col- 
onies. In some quarters the opinion is 
expressed that Canada's action, taken aa 
it is witliout consultation with the other 
colonies, will not be received altogether 
with favor as it may compel a reciprocal 
move on the part of the other colonies at 
a time when they are not prepared for it. 
At a meeting in London between Mr. 
Chamberlain and tbe colonial premiers, 
the (pieation of Imperial penny poatage 
waa conaidered, when only Cape Colony 
and Natal decided in favor of the pro- 
poaal. The other colonies held that fin- 
ancial reaaona would operate against the 
propoaal. 

Mayor Bingham opened tbe new 
swimming baths at tbe Y.M.C.A. thia 
morning and took the initial plunge 
amid loud cheers. 

Track laying on the Ottawa and New 
York railway ia being pu^lied rajiidly. 
TliU line will reach the outskirts of the 
city in two weeks. 

Attempts are being made to work the 
green goods game on Ottawa jieople. 

Messrs. Blair and Tarte has been look- 
ing over the Parry Sound road in con- 
nection with a proposition to have traffic 
arrangementa between the company and 
tbe Intercolonial for reaching the sea- 
board from the West.

— Governor 
Pingree's object in getting posaesaion of 
a Venezuelan asphalt lake ia now aa- 
serlod to he for the purpose of breaking 
the asphalt combine, so that municipal 
ownerahip of asphalt paving plants may 
be assured and to permit of asphalt 
piiving by local contractors instead of 
allowing the combine to monopoliiiethat 
bueineas.

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The "Worst. Storm of Recent Years 
TVorks Feal'fal Disaster Along: 
tlie Coast. 



Whole Fleets of Vessels Large and 
Small Go Down With 
All Hands. 



High Tides and Furious Icy Blasts 
Imperil Life and Property 
Ashore. 



LoNunN, Nov. 20.— The latest reports 
from varioua pointg aldng the coast show 
that the gale wliich swept KngliBh waters 
yesterday and last night, and which had 
not abated its fury up to noon to-day, 
tvaa the worst atorm of recent years. In 
many places it was almost cyclonic in its 
violence, and the long list of disaBtera 
indudee a large loss of life, many wrecks 
of InrRe vessels and the loss of scores, if 
not hundreds, of smaller craft, with 
serious damage to property ashore, in 
many important towns. 

In the North, the wind was accom- 
panied by blinding enow nnd hail that 
hid the lights, and immenBely increased 
the difricultiea of navigation. Many 
ehips are known to have foundered, in 
mofit caeca it ia feared with all on board. 
Scarcely a town on the coast has escaped 
without more or less injury, falling walla 
and flying debris adding to the loss of 
life. There have been rocket and boat 
rescues almost without number. 

Stories of thrilling escape come froiu 
all puinta. On the Norfolk coast, be- 
tween Bacton ^nd Happiaburg, five 
vesaels as yet unidentified went down 
and the crews of all perished. A num- 
ber of bodies have been washed ashore 
near Yarmouth. 

The British brig Ruby was wrecked 
ofl'tlempsby. The coaat guard service 
made desperate efforta to«eave the crew 
and succeeded in getting a line on board. 
A dying woman was " rocketed " in 
safety and then the brig capsized, all the 
rest of the ship's crew perishing. 

A large steam collier dashed upon 
Flamborough head, the famous promon 
tory on the North Sea coast, floating off 
and then foundering with all on board 
A steamer not yet identified was wreck 
ed on Bridlintou sands with the entire 
company. 

Last evening the ship Rees of Devon, 
Captain Davie, went on the rocks near 
Redruth, Cornwall, where she pounded 
all night lone, her crow of 12 perishing. 
This morning the bodies of the captain 
and five men, all wearing life-belts, v» 
washed ashore. 

Phenomenally high tides are reported 
in many localities. The district near 
the month of the Thames has sufl'ered 
severely, several townships being partly 
submerged. The Sheernesa dockyard, 
and the Woolwich arsenal were inun 
dated. At Scarborough, tlio fashionable 
watering place, the sea wall was wafihed 
away. At Yarmouth, Lowestel and 
other coast towns of Norfolk, the eaplan 
adee were flooded. At Liverpool the 
squalls blew off the roofs of several 
houses, threw down chimneys and tore 
up streets. 

The Mersey flooded its banks on the 
Chester side and deluged the shore die- 
trict (or miles. Similar disasters occurred 
at Holyhead, where a number of vain 
able yachts were sunk at their moorings. 
Scarcely a vestige remained in sight of 
the wreck of Lord Nelson's old flayship 
the Foudroyant, long fast in the sands of 
Blackpool. There is a good deal of 
wreckige near the Goodwin aande. 

TheBiitish ship Larnica, Capt. Bur- 
gess, was driven aehore near Fleetwood, 
at the entrance of Moretown bay, about 
eighteen miles northwest of Preston. 
The crew were saved, but the position of 
the vessel is danfreroun. She left St 
John, N.B., on November 1 for Fleet 
wood. 



SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE. 

Great Britain's Ambition to Secure a Large 
Share for Herself and Colonies. 

Nkw Yokk, Nov. 29. — Charles Sonnen- 
berg, formerly of thia city, now a resi- 
dent of Vryburg, British Bechuanaland, 
Africa, and a member of the Cape par- 
liament, is a visitor to this country for 
the first time in 35 years. He is chiefly 
interested in the plan of the British gov- 
ernment, to come up at the next session 
of the Cape parliament, to break the 
present treaty existing among the na- 
tions of Germany, Great Britain and the 
T.'nited States in relation to the trade 
with South Africa. 

The British government, he says in an 
interview, has already given notice to 
the United Statea that after 189f3 the old 
tieaty will bo cancelled. He says that a 
new treaty will undoubtedly ho put for- 
ward, not only for the Cape but for all 
the colonial governments. Mr. Soniien- 
berg says that England fears tliat the 
United States ia getting too mucli of the 
importing buainesa of South Africa, and 
is itaelf anxious to deprive thia country 
of its advantages in this trade. Canada, 
he says, is also desirous of getting a slice 
of the business and is waiting to have 
the treaty annulled so that it may begin 
shipments of its own goods to South 
rVtrica. 

The commercial treaty has been ines- 
tonce for many years. Under it a great 
]iinutity of machinery, petroleum, agri- 
cultural implements, hardware, canned 
and dried fruits, fish, boots and shoes, 
and cigarettes and tobacco is sent to 
South Africa by the United Statea. The 
merchants of South Africa do not want 
to pay higher duties, aa Great Britain 
aims to have them do, according to tlie 
prospective new treaty, and they are al- 
ready preparing to light the matter 
However, should the contemplated 
treaty be passed, it will paralyze the 
trade of the United States with South 
Africa. 

GERMANY AND CHINA. 

Enormous Compensation Demanded tor the 
Murder of Missionaries— Russia 
Yet Standing Oil'. 

Pkkin, Nov. 29. — Inquiries made here 
in Chinese official circles confirm the 
statementa contained in the despatches 
from Shanghai giving the substance of 
the demands made by Baron von Hey- 
king, the German minister to China, as 
a result of the murder recently of Ger- 
man missionaries and the destruction of 
Germanl miaaion property. Germany, 
through her minister, asks for the dis- 
covery and execution of the murderers of 
the miasionariea iNies and llennle, the 
punishment of the implicated ofBcials, 
including the Governor of the Shan 
Tang province, in which part of China 
the mission was situated, the recon- 
struction of the missionary buildinea, 
the payment of an indemnity of 000,000 
taels to the relative^ of the victima ; the 
payment of a heavy indemnity to cover 
the expenses of the German naval ex- 
pedition, and the maintenance of the 
German force at Kaio Chau bay ; the 
railroad monopoly of the Shan Tung pro- 
vince, and the occupation of Kiao Chan 
bay as a coaling station. 

Ciiina will ioiudu,Lhe deuiands of Ger- 
many, but will express willingnesa to 
make ample reparation for the murder 
of the missionaries and for the damage 
done to the mission property. Russia, 
it is understood, is not yet helping 
China, but the latter country liae de- 
cided not to provoke hostilities and to 
trust to diplomacy for a settlement of 
the ditficalties which have arisen in con- 
nection with the mission outrages.

AN AMERICAN EXPOSITION. 

Products of All Farts of This Continent to 
Be Assembled at Niagara. 

W.\..°ni.v(iTo.s-, Nov, 27.— A delegation 
repreaenting the otlicerH and directora of 
the I'an-American Exposition company 
called upon the president to day and 
laid before him the plan of the exposi 
tion which is to be- presented at La 
Salle, on the Niagara river, in the sum- 
mer of 1S99. The location of the exposi- 
tion is hiatoric, being the eito where 
Chevalier do la Salle conatructed the 
" Griflin," the first veaael to eail the 
great lakes, and in which he made hie 
famous exploration of the northwest 
territory. The proposed exposition ia to 
be held on an exceedingly picturesque 
site on the Niagara river, a short |d: 
tance above the falls, and with railroad 
facilities that can handle a large attend- 
ance without hindrance. 

The financial arraneementa for the ex 
position have been about comjileted and 
work will begin immediately. There 
will be eight large bnildings devoted to 
tlie eight groiijia into which the exhibits 
will be divided. It is intended to be 
purely an American exposition. While 
exhibits from European countriee wil 
not be declined, provided they conrorin 
to the claaeilication, no formal iiivita 
tion will be sent to any government out 
eide of the American hemisphere. 

It is expected that Canada, INIexieo, 
(Central America, South America and the 
West Indian colonies will bo repre- 
sented by larger displays, illustrating 
their natural resources and industriee, 
than have ever heretofore been made. 
Formal invitations will be forwarded to 
the governmenta of the, other Americnii 
republics and coloniea as soon as they 
can be prepared, and committees will be 
appointed to convey and present them 
to the proper olliciale. 

President McKiidey oxpreaaud decided 
interest in the j)lana as they were des- 
cribed to him. lie said he appreci.itec 
the importance of tlio achemo and wouk 
cooperate in every way posaihle to ])r0' 
mote its Bucceas. He will send a apei;ia! 
message to congress on thia subject 
shortly after the opening of the next 
sesBion.

bably thoneands will eo North whom no 
iuducementB could persuade to remain 
there during the winter. It ia desirable 
therefore, it is, indeed, almost impera- 
tive that no inexperienced person should 
go into the Yukotf " without" providing 
liiiiiBelf with means of coming out again. 
If hedoea not return, what he has provid- 
ed against such a contingency will not 
come amiss. 



THE YUKON RUSE. 

The fact that twenty-flve persons, 
bringing with them a million dollars, 
have come out from Dawson City ia 
known by this time to the entire civil- 
ized world. It will supply a stimulus, 
where none ia needed, to the rush to tLe 
Yukon. There ia something amazing in 
the manner in which the gold craze has 
taken hold of the people. Doubtless the 
element of chance has much to do with 
the fascination surrounding placer min- 
ing. Every man is inspired by the hope 
that he will some day stumble upon a 
pay streak of gravel that will make him 
a millionaire. He will admit that every- 
where the majority fail; bu| this no 
more deters him from a venture than a 
eimilar state of things deters a man from 
trying his luck at Monte Carlo. 

The craze has reached places tliat it 
ought not to alTect. A gentleman from 
one of the Kootenay towns says that 
hundreds of people are saving every dol- 
lar they can in order to be ready to start 
to the Yukon in the spring. We are not 
underrating the Yukon gold field wlien 
we say that the prospector stands a bet- 
ter chance of striking a good thing in 
Kootenay than he does in the Golden 
North. His chance ia better because 
Kootenay is a country that can be pros- 
pected more cheaply and for a longer 
period every year, and because the char- 
acter of its formations is now 
pretty well understood. Moreover, 
it a prospector finds u good thing 
in the Kootenay, ho can bring it under 
the notice of capitaliata or develope it 
himself more readily than he could if 
the property were on the Yukon. The 
Kootenay papers are hasty in arriving at 
a conclusion when they eay that their 
district will be a grciter and more per- 
manent producer tlmn the Yukon, for 
that ia only a iniittcr of ui)Iiiion ; but 
they are wholly rij^ht when tljey dis- 
countenance a ruah from that part of 
the province to the new gold fields. 

We fear their efTorts will bo largely 
wasted. The prospector in born not 
made, and lie will aeck now iiekla, even 
ii to do ao he ninst leave wliat he knov.'a 
to be worth e::ainiiiing. Like tlie placer 
miner, lie ia ready to pull up hia atakes 
on a minute's notice and set out for 
Bomething that is said to yield better 
than the particular piece of ground he is 
working on. The majority of men who 
have actually worked at placer i^iining 
have done pretty well, while they 
worked; but in tlio majority o( caaea 
they spend all their aurplua in running 
over the country in search of something 
better than they had. The Yukon rush 
will be made up in a large part of miners 
and prospectors attracted from other 
fields. There is no use of advising this 
clasa of people nor of wasting any 
syuiputhy upon tlicni. 

There is a class to whom it may not be 
useless to say a few words of warningi 
and that ia those who have had no ex- 
perience in mining or prospecting. We 
do not give Punch's advice to this clasa, 
and say, " Don't," for that would not be 
worth while. What we do say to them 
ia not to think of starting to the North 
without ample prej)aration. There will 
be a percentage of dieappointmentB, and 
probably a very large one. Many per- 
ebna will find the climate unsuited to 
tbem and be compelled to come back 
even if thiey have chancea of employ- 
ment or discoveriea. This, and other 
contingencioB, must he jjuarded acainst, 
and the time to do so is before starting 
in. It ia quite true that next winter 
there is not likely to be a shortage of 
food and a good de«l of "work at fair 
wagea, comparatively. . apeaking, will 
doubtleaft offer} but.hundrejlB alid pro* 



THE SO-CALLED PLATFORM. 

The committee of the self-styled Lib- 
eral convention at New Westminster 
devoted a great deal of unnecesaary labor 
to elaborating the thing called a plat- 
form. A single line would have covered 
their whole case, thna : 

Eeaolveid, that We are agin' the gov- 
ernment. 

One gentleman present at the conven- 
tion suggested this, but his idea did not 
meet with approval. His fellow conven- 
tionists were rather ashamed of the 
nakednesBof the trntb thus presented, 
and sought to clothe it with a miacellan- 
eoua collection of garments, which only 
aerve to render the spectacle more 
ghastly. Once upon a time acme prud 
i^h people propoaed to drape some 
atatuea, but when the drapery was put 
on, the figures, which were modest 
enough in their nakedness, became quite 
the reverse. So with the proposition 
which was the motive and the conclus- 
ion of the labors of the convention. It 
looks worse in its clothes than it would 
without them. 

To make some sort of juatification for 
their opposition it was, of course, necea- 
sary for the platform committee to say 
something. So they presented what 
they fancy is a terrible arraignment of 
the government. Not a man of them 
needed any such arraignment to stimul- 
ate his opposition. It would be impos- 
sible to suggest any possible combina- 
tion of good things which Mr. Turner 
and hia colleagijeB could do that would 
satisfy them. There is only one thing 
wherewith they would be content, and 
that would do them no good, namely, 
the resignation of Mr. Turner and hia 
colleagues and the calling in of some one 
of their number to form a cabinet. We 
shall not try to figure out what they 
would do in such an improbable roi 
tingency; bat examine a little into li.e 
alleged arraignment. 

It is the easiest thing in the world to 
arraign a government. There are some 
thing like 200,000 words in the latest 
dictionaries, and if one has only a little 
patience and ingenuity he can select a 
Bufficient number of them to make very 
Btartling reading. He can be particu- 
larly aucbessful in this if he does not feel 
called upon to pay any attention to the 
truth. Thus our friends, when they 
built the thing called a platform, found 
no difliculty in alleging that the Turner 
government has squandered all the pub 
lie money and all the public lands ; that 
it has introduced class legislation ; that 
it has promoted monopolies; that it has 
encouraged sectional jealouay, and that 
its members have used their oflicial 
positions to their personal advantage 
These are the stock phrases, and they 
show a terrible lack of originality on the 
part of our friends the platform commit- 
tee. Such charges have their advan- 
tages. They are so vague that 
one could answer them, even if he 
wished ; they are of such a character 
that no honorable man would trouble 
hiuiaelf about replying to tliern. A man 
cannot very well afford to pay attention 
to allegations of a vague nature, nor can 
a government do so. Both an Individ 
ual ond an administration have the right 
to know specifically what they are called 
upon to meet before replying. The Coi 
oNiaT haa invited the opjwaition to make 
apecific chargea, and as yet its invitation 
has not been accepted. 

When the platform was published con 
taining the allegations of misdoing above 
referred to, the public, as well bb the 
government, had the right to expect that 
in some way or other, since they had not 
done it in tlieir platform, the opjioaition 
would tell them what tliey mean. If 
the generalities of the thing had been 
followed by specific statements in the 
press, if previous to the making of the 
platform there had been a public di jcns- 
sion of the aubject in wiiich nil the 
points had been brought out, the criti- 
ciam above made aa to the vagueneaa of 
the i)latform would be in part answered. 
But there has been nothing of the sort, 
and the voters of British Columbia are 
as much in doubt aa to what the plat- 
form committee bad in mind as if there 
never had been any convention. 

Thus we are told that the Turner gov- 
ernment has Biiuandered the money of 
the province. What ia meant by thia? 
SusBion after session the house meets, 
and no one has heard any speaker rise 
in his place and charge home upon the 
government specific instances of expendi- 
ture which can properly be described as 
the squandering of money. We know 
that Mr. Soinlin, in his perfunctory 
way, haa hinted that there were certain 
dark secrets which, if exposed, would 
show a terrible 'atate of things; but he 
has never« in the whole course of hia 
public career, exhibited his belief in his 
own gonoralltiea byaaking for a commit- 
tee to unearth the wrongful acta. Mr. 
Cotton, who has been Mr. Semlin's 
lieutenant, has made a number of very 
pleasant apeeches on abstract proposi- 
tions in poUtioal economy; bat he bae 
never felt called upon to get down to de- 
tails, Mr. Forater has, in general terms, 
said many things that sounded fiercely; 
but.eveipi be.baa not found eittier time or i 



inclination for particulars. Mr. Mc- 
Fherson haa not the habit of hiding his 
light under a bushel; but if be knows 
any wrong thing that the government 
has done, be has kept ' it religiously to 
himself. And bo we might go through 
the whole legislature. Nothing has 
been alleged that could be apeciflcally 
met, and very little that called for even 
a general denial. 

We mention tbeae things because we 
have an idea that if the government^had 
been squandering the public money, and 
giving away the country to corpora- 
tions, and establishing monopolies, and 
engaging in class legislation, and en- 
couraging sectional jealousies, some 
member of the opposition some time 
would have found out sometUnc; of the 
sort and said something about it in bis 
place in the house, that he might have 
ofl'ered a resolution of want of confidence 
baaed upon hia discovery, or, if he did 
not feel like doing that, might have 
asked for a committee of investigation. 
Inatead of that the meetings of our legis- 
lature have beeri like friendly debating 
clubs. It is only when the house ad- 
journs that the floodgates are opened 
and volumes of opposition invective aie 
poured forth. Tlieae facta lead us to 
think that the whole jjoaition of the 
opposition, as outlined in the thing 
called a platform, ia the outcome of in- 
sincerity and inspired by nothing ex- 
cept the desire to get into office. 

We have waited what we thonght a 
raasonable time after the publication of 
the thing called a platform before apeak- 
ing in thia manner regarding it. The 
government having been accused of all 
manner of wrongdoing, in general terms, 
it was reasonable to suppose that those 
who were responsible for the charges 
would tell the public at the first oppor- 
tunity what were meant by them. This 
has not been done. The inference is 
that they have nothing to aay. We all 
know perfectly well that if they had 
anything to say they would have said it. 
Therefore we charge that aa a party they 
have taken the position of a common 
scold, and that their attack upon the 
government ia not worth the considera- 
tion of the electors.

Forks Miner which shows the view 
taken in the Boundary Creek country 
upon a very important subject, 
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Tin; Buggeation haa been made to the 
Colonist that the way to get over the 
di:ticulty in regard to the so-called mort- 
Euge tax is to pass a law requiring ' the 
mortgager in all cases to pay the tax on 
the money loaned, but compelling the 
mortgagee to credit him with the 
amount on account of the interest. This 
ia the way the land tax is collected in 
Great Britain ; the tenant pays it and the 
landlord ia compelled to repay it under 
a heavy penalty. Here ia a (luestion over 
which we would like to see correspond- 
ents exercise their ingenuity. Can any- 
one suggest how a law can be framed 
that will get at thia point? At flrit sight 
it looks eaay enough ; but when it comes 
to drawing up the aection innumerable 
diflicuties crop up. How would it do to 
pass a law making it impoesible for a 
mortgagor to contract to pay increased 
interest to cover taxes? Such a law 
would make it possible for him legally 
to refuse to pay a rate of iutereat that 
included the taxes. But would not 
money lenders at once advance the rate 
o( interest? Or would it be likely that 
competition would keep the i;ate down? 
The subject ia worth diacussing along 
this line. 

TiiKiii; ia a certain gentleman, who 
shall lor the present bo nameless, who 
controla a very good newspaper in a 
town on the O.P.R. Nameless, wants to 
be elected to the legislature next year, a 
laudable ambition. Nameleaa has there- 
fore come to the conclusion that if he 
can identify himself with a scheme for a 
highway, railway or any other kind of a 
way from bis dooryard to the Yukon, he 
will be sure of his election. Not being 
especially desirous of Nameless' succeaa 
from a public point of view, we think 
it hardly worth while to give him an ex- 
cuse for an altercation with the Colonist 
over his pet iinpoBBibility. 



It appears that a paragraph from the 
Times waa inadvertently credited by the 
Colonist to the Rosaland Miner. We 
regret the error. It ia so seldom that 
we find anything in the Times worth 
(luoting that it ia too bad not to have cred- 
iteil properly the paragraph in queation.

Not BO poor Dave Spencer, for after 
amply proving hia sterling grit on the 
mountain inarch, he was seized with a 
combination of typhoid and pneumonia 
in lesa than a week after reaching Daw- 
son, and Iiubert A. Macaulay, in a 
private letter of October 13 to 0. H. 
Gibbons, says that " his recovery is I 
fear worse than doubtful." 

" Dr. Richardson is attending him," 
he adds. " He is in the hospital here, 
but cannot be seen by anyone."

A TERRIBLE PILGRIMAGE, 

How the Gillis- Wilson Party Were Brought 
Face to Face With Death on Their 
Journey to the Coast. 

On their journey from Daweon to tlie 
.lat, which occupied sixty days, the 
Gillis-Wilaou party came juat aa close to 
death as man may coine and not bo 
gathered to their last long sleep. Ac- 
cording to the description given by Blr. 
Tom Wilson, whoso homo ia in Na* 
naiiiio, and who disembarked horo from 
the Seattle, the trip was a constant auc- 
coasion of dread experiences. 

The first stage of the journey was ac- 
complished by poling up the river 
through the drift ice, and then for ten 
days the party were detained by the 
pressure of this same ice at the mouth of 
one of the Yukon affluenta, making it 
impoBsiblo to cross the river. The only 
way to get the boat over was found 
finally to be for all hands to get into the 
stern of the craft, bringing her nose in 
the air— then jump to the bow, and by. 
repeating this performance see-eaw her 
along. 

Not having a reliable guide at the out- 
set, Wilson and hia coiupaniona lost 
their way a abort distance on the other 
aide of Dalton's Post, which they finally 
reached after wandering for several days 
in the wilderness, with nothing at ail to 
eat and no means of getting a tire. They 
were Jill but exhausted on reaching Dal- 
ton's, yet Bay that food was absolutely 
refused them on any terms. In their 
desperation they had about concluded to 
forcibly possess themselves of storee, 
when an Indian trapper and his iwo 
sc|uawB were enconntered. 

From these people thej' obtained what 
had been trapped and the Indiana' 
small store of provisions, the man being 
then engaged lor $100 to pilot the party 
to the nest supiily post, live days dis- 
tant. On this stage of the journey $1 a 
cupful was aaked for flour, sugar and 
beans— and Wilson and his companions 
were glad to obtain these simplo neces- 
saries of life even at the fabulous price 
([Uoted. 

When they left Dawson there were, 
according to Wilson, three thouennd 
men making preparatioua to puah down 
the river to Fort Yukon, where the suj)- 
ply Blcaniera are stranded. OtherB were 
constantly arriving in the city from uji 
river, Hoventy boats in oiui instance 
uuikinx Dawson in a single ihiy, and 
fortv-livu to fifty being n fair uslimate. 
All lioats met on the river were advised 
l)y Gillis and Wileon not to proceed fur- 
ther, and many will doubtleBS accept 
this friendly advice. Lush, L'etticrew, 
IBBbneen, Conlin, McGregor, (lilbert. 
Levy, et al, were fallen in with near 
Pelly, and acting upon Wilson's eugges- 
tion, will camp and cache their supjiliea 
tliiasideof Dawson, sending forward a 
man to reconnoitre before riekiug their 
full and very complete outfits in the dis- 
tressed city. Not two, but four men 
have, according to Wilson, lost their 
lives while trying to steal food, and this 
perhajia better than any other circum- 
stance indicates the desperation of the 
situation. 

Wilson was not a Jclaiin owimr, h'ut a 
worker for wages in the Yukon country 
—yet ho brings out $2,000 ua hia savingu 
for the eeaaon. It ia according to hia 
report, without fiuoation, the greatest 
camp on earth, tlie gold " lying around 
everywhere," and $5,000 fier foot of dirt 
boinc nothing at all uncommon on some 
of tbo claims. But for all thia, tlie 
mosquitoes of summer and the intouso 
cold and proapectivo starvation of tlio 
winter season prevent it ever becoming 
an ideal place of residence. Another 
thing that will tell against the coun- 
try is "wild catting." ■'.'WilBon tells 
of no fewer than half a dozieti' Who came 
down by the Seattle, and who' 'went into 
the Yukon country juat long enough to 
stake and recotd claima on every creek 
they came across. Not a " tap of work" 
waa done on these properties— the liold- 
ers do not know or. care the first thing 
as to their value. Their plan is simply 
CoiiHntied on page She.

The Board Do Not Feel Pleased With 
the (irraud Jury Pre- 
sentment. 



Firemen Will Be Insured Atrainst 
Accident— Alderman Partridge 
Attaclcs the Mayor. 



Before the city council business open- 
ed last night the Mayor stated that as 
Wednesday, December 1, would be the 
last day on which houaeholdera could 
register as voters for the coming civic 
eleetiona, lie had arranged with the City 
Asaeaeor, with whom the names 
were registered, that the oflice 
for the accommodatloa of hoofie' 
holders who wish to pnt their 
names on the lists, would be kept open 
to-night (Taeeday) and to-morrow night 
between the lioura of 7 and 'J, 

The aldermen wern given food for 
thought in the preeontment ot the grand 
jury at the hisl assize whieli was sent in 
a coujmunication from Mr. B. li, T. 
Drake the Supreme court registrar. 

After the reading of the presentment 
which it will be remembered deals with 
the matters of sewers and bridges and 
other civic affairs. Aid. Wilson said tliat 
he was astonished at such a document 
emanating from Mr. J. Gerhard Tiarks 
who had himself b(ien an alderman. 

The Jlayor— " Aid. Wilson this is 
from the grand jury, of which Mr. Tiarks 
was only the foreman." 

Aid. Wilson was sure for all that that 
Mr. Tiarks was responsible for the pre- 
sentment. That gentlemen was (udto 
aware that the present council were 
doing all they could to put the water 
works in shape and Mr. Tiarka had hhu' 
self been a memljer of the council when 
the bridge accident alluded to in the 
preseutnicnt happened. The present- 
oient Aid. Wilson conaidereJ a waste of 
paper and ink. lie waa disgusted and 
astonished at such a thing beiuir laid he- 
fore the council. He moved, seconded 
by Aid. Hall, that the presentment be 
received and filed. 

Aid. McCandlesB thonghtthat it would 
not be out of place to express disappro- 
bation of the sentence of only six months 
in the CammingB' case at the assizes. 

Aid. Kinsman said it was all very well 
to talk about the city putting streets 
and everything right, but the cost would 
be perliaps half of what the city was 
worth, and ho for one was paying all the 
taxes lie could. 

Aid. Stewart believed that perhaps the 
beet way was to treat the presentment 
with contempt instead of making 
epeecbes over it. Why, one of the 
grand jury said that the first he had 
known of the presentment was wlien he 
read it in the newspapers. Why liad 
not Mr. Tiarka Been that the sewerage 
connections and the other matters re- 
ferred to in the presentment were made 
right, instead of neglecting them then, 
and then taking advantage of his posi- 
tion as foreman oi the grand jary to get 
up a document of this kind? 

Aid. Partridge while considering the 
grand jury as a fifth wheel to a coach 
did agree with that part of the present- 
ment referring to the neceaaity of better 
water supply. He remarked too, that 
he would say for Mr. Tiarks that while 
an alderman he was a staunch supporter 
of proper sewerage. 

The Mayor while recognizing the right 
oi the grand jury to make a jiresentment, 
held that as they were only l(i men tliey 
had no right to attempt to interfere in 
municipal allairs when the council waa 
elected by the whole city. 

The presentment was received and 
filed. Next came the following letter :

Aid. McOandless was very ready to 
help Mr. Sorhy if possible, as he believed 
that the scheme would bo a great bonetit 
to the city. 

The Mayor waa of the same opinion, 
and on motion of Aid. McOandless 
seconded by Aid. Vigeliua the letter was 
laid on the table. 

A request from R. B. Hallett for a side- 
walk on l^ridue street, and a similar re- 
quest from li. Roper in regard to Grant 
street, were referred to the city engineer 
and street committee. 

Mrs. W. Blain wanted the sewer ex- 
tended on Menzies street. This was re- 
ferred to the sewerage committee, and 
a complaint from R. B. Losee that his 
property was being damaged by water 
running from the street over it was re- 
ferred to the city engineer. 

Mr. Braden, who had last week been 
told that if he had any qharges to make 
against the health officer of the city he 
must put them in writing, eont in the 
following letter :

Aid. Pilct.iregor ilid not think thia let- 
ter contained any more tlelinito char,70B 
than the last, and moved that the com- 
munication be tiled. Boaides, liow could 
the aldermen pretend to dictate to a 
doctor how to treat fever patients? 

Aid. .Stewart was quite sure there was 
nothing iu the charges, and said that if 
Mr. Braden had got his cheque for $75 
he never would iiave made any trouble. 
Mr. Braden, he was sure, waa misin- 
formed, and the council! should not waste 
time over the matter. 

The letter was accordingly filed. 

W. P. VVinsby wrote asking that the 
percentaue for collecting revenue and 
road tax and dog taxes be raised, as nn- 
der the present conditions it made his 
recompense too ainall. 

The letter was tiled. Aid. MeCandle^R 
incidentally taking the view that next 
year it might bo better to pay a stated 
salary instead of giving a percentage for 
collection. 

Tlie report of the fire wardens, signed 
by Aid. Partridge and McGregor, stated 
that the city could Insure the firemen at 
the rate of .*3 a year against accidents in 
the discharge of their duty. 

Aid. Wilson thought the amount bo 
small that the firemen could atTord to 
pay it themselves. The police or any 
civic employees had as much right to be 
insured by the city as the firemen. 

The Mayor remarked that the life of a 
fireman was a particularly hazardous 
one, and this scheme was only to pro- 
tect the men when they were on active 
duty, and not at other times. 

Aid. McOandless believed that it 
would really be economical to pay the 
insurance, because under the present 
circumstances if a man waa badly hurt 
and laid up for a month, surely the city 
would not cut ofl' the unfortunate man 'a 
pay. 

The report was adopted, Aid. Wilson 
voting against it. 

A report from the street committee 
stated that there were no funds to com- 
ply with the request for a sidewalk on 
the east aide of Prior street. This waa 
adopted. 

Aid. Partridge in moving for a list of 
properties with private drains emptyins 

into the harbor, criticized the Mayor for 
having, as ho said, allowed certain fav- 
ored jieople not to ho interforeii witli by 
the plumbing inspector, while others 
were forced to have their drains connect- 
ed by Ilia Worship's order. 

The Mayor denied this, saying that he 
had never given HjiBcilic iiiatructiona to 
have a place connected unless it waa 
pointed out to him that there was a nuis- 
ance existing. 

Aid. Partridge wont on to say that the 
sewer to connect Mrs. Baumgart's pro- 
perty on Pandora avenue, which waa to 
cost only .t75, according to the Mayor, 
wotihl in reality cost $110. 

The Mayor— " There was no such ex- 
pend i litre on any one piece of eewer this 
year by the city." 

Aid. Partridge — "Here it is Mr, 
Mayor," flouriehing a piece of paper 
with a lot of iigiirea on it." 

The Mayor — " I think you will tind 
that that includes the private ex pondi- 
turo as well aa the city's." 

Aid. Partridge's motion for the infor- 
mation he wanted waa carried. 

A 1(1. Partridge made auot lior attack (ui 
the mayor in moving that tigiire.4 lie 
given showing what pro|iortioii of reve- 
nue is spent in the various branches of 
administration. He claimed ttiat the 
mayor was trying to run tbe city him- 
self and that the aldermen did not know- 
how the money was being spent for 
streets, sidewalka or waterworks. 

Aid. McOandlesB " There are vouch- 
ers to show for it." 

Aid. Kinsman in so far agreed with 
Aid. Partridge aa to say that ho had 
found work lieing done on the streets 
not ordered by the streets committee — 
not that ho meant to say the work was 
thrown aw ay.

THERE ARE OTHERS. 

A Returned Pioneer of tlie Slocan Wfao Ex- 
pects the Klondyke Even to- Be 
Surpassed, 

Iiinhility to olitaiii supplies with which 
t.i) ])ruapect the Stewart and other allhi- 
enid of the Upper Yukon ia believed by 
M 1. William Ogilvie to be the key-note 
u, an fxphination why even richer min- 
ing grrrnnd than that of the iClondyke 
country has not been struck before this 
in thu Upper Yukon country. Tliis 
opiniuii is endorsed, too, by many vet- 
eran miners, among them William H. 
Chambers of Slocan, who on Sunday 
morning completed a flying visit to Daw- 
son. His views were very brieliy out- 
lined in Sunday's Colonist, but ampli- 
fying his observations there set forth, it 
may be said that his confidence in fu- 
ture mineral discoveries that will aston- 
ish the world is not founded upon any 
poor opinion of the Klondyke. On the 
contrary he agrees with all others who 
have been there that DawBon is at 
present headquarters of the greatest 
placer mining district on earth. 

Leaving he?B on August 25, Chambers 
and his partner E. M. Pound had just 
been long enough in the Klondyke to 
acfinire ten pood claims by purchase, 
one of these being on the famous Bonan- 
za. They saw work commenced with 
the first fioat, and they anticipate an 
output of northern gold next year that 
will electrify the world, although the 
shortage of supplies, taking so many 
hundreds down ttie river, will naturally 
produce a labor famine, and conse- 
qnently detract from the results at the 
mines. As to the prospect of future 
finds casting the Klondyke in the shade, 
Chambers speaks from an experience ol 
twenty-five years' mining in Colorado, 
Arizona and British Columbia, and 
hafies his conclusions on tho fact that 
tlie Klondyke, Bonanza and iii Doitido 
are all streams of coiiaideral)lo volume. It 
is tho diminutive mountain brooks that 
have proved the richest gold-producers 
of the world — and the little alUuents 
feeding the great river of the north have 
yet to be intelligently exploited. And 
there ia no reason apparent to the vet- 
eran miner why some of these unnamed 
streams should not prove richer than 
any the world has yet known. 

Speaking of tho food outlook at Baw- 
sou, Mr. Chambers declares that not a 
pound of anything save canned goods 
have been purchasable from either of the 
stores since the 15th of September, any 
provisions that have changed hands sub- 
sequent to that date have been sold by 
minors returning to the coast. He him- 
self went ill light, intending to buy pro- 
visions at. DnwHon. Finding this impos- 
sil)le, lie took advantage of tho fact that 
I'onndB' oiiKit was a complete one to 
ntiliz(! it and return to tho coast, fully 

,S(lO 1 1 had at this time started for 

I'orL Yukon and hundreds more were 
preparing either to follow them or to 
ioii;u their way to the coast. 

D.ivo Gillis, leader of the party com- 
iin; out of Dawson on September L'l, and 
now registered at tho Dominloji hotel, 
aaya that all projierties on lil Dorado and 
Bonanza are turning out quite as valu- 
able as anticipated, ont that claim own- 
ers on the Hunker are somewhat disaj)- 
pointed with the surface indications 
there, which retrograde instead of im- 
proving. Of course bed rock has not yet 
been reached, and it may tell a diflorent 
atory. On the other hand. Dominion 
and I'jureka creeka and Sulphur Gulch 
are looking up well, while high hopes 
are indulged in for Henderson's, Dead- 
wood and Moosehido. 

John Cameron, who ha<l the contract 
to deliver eighty tons of grain for tho 
Humbert Yukon expedition at Dalton's 
BoRt, haa completed that formidable 
undertaking, and is home again. He 
was favored with the best of weather for 
hia jjroject, and the same favorable con- 
ditions that facilitated his advance with 
the supplies have enabled the surveyors 
of the expedition to make splendid pro- 
gress with their work. It is their Inten- 
tion to survey tho country for seventy 
miles in from Pyramid harbor and take 
obaorvationa for tho remainder of the 
distance contemplated in their plans.

DIVOKCB JtJKISDiCTION. iC 

The Fosltion . of British ' Colombia Coiurtfl]' 
Again One Subject of Argument. 

The question of the jariBdiction of the 
courts of British Golumbta in the matter 
of divorces came up again yesterdaj 
when the Ohief Justice refased to grant 
a decree absolute in the case of Mat- 
thewa V. MntthewB, in which Mrs. Mat- 
thews six months ago secured a separ- 
ation irom her husbfind. Under the 
statute relating to divorcee, application 
has to he made six months after a sep- 
aration in ohtained to mako the decree 
of divorce aboolute. In the action of 
Sharp V. Sharp for nullity of marriage 
before the Full court of British 
Columbia some years nt;o, it was 
deeided by Justices Crease and 
Gray, Chief Justice Bcgbie dissenting, 
that the Supreme court of British Col- 
unihiabadall the jurigdiction in the 
province conferred on the "Court of Di- 
vorce and Matrimonial Causes" under 
the English Matrimonial Causes Act. 
The case was not argued except on be- 
half of the petitioner. The civil laws of 
England, as they existed on November 
li), 1868, were declared in force in Brit- 
ish Columbia in so far as they are not 
"from local circumstances inapplicable." 
In Sharp V. Sharp the late Chief Justice 
Beghie held that the statutes under dis- 
cussion were altogether inapplicable to 
the province, Justices Crease and Gray 
holding a contrary view. 

When Mr. Thornton I'^ell for the 
petitioner yesterday applied to havo the 
divorce of Mrs. Matthews from her 
husband made absolute, the Chief 
Justice said ho was eurpri-ed tliat such 
ft motion should l)e brought on before 
him as hie view that the court had no 
jurisdiction in divorce cases was well 
known. 

Mr. Fell remarked that the judgment 
of a majority of the Full court had de- 
cided otherwise, and that decision was 
binding upon a single judge. 

The Chief Justice— " That case was 
not argued, and I refuse to be governed 
by a divided judgment in an unargued 
case," 

Mr. Fell said that the late chief 

justice, although dissenting from the 
judgment of the other two judges affirm- 
ing the jurisdiction, used after that de- 
cision to take divorce cases himself. 

The Chief Justice remarked that he 
was unaware of any case? taken by the 
late chief justice, but be was aware that 
in tho cage of Scott v. Seott the 
Full court had unanimously de- 
cided that there was no appeal 
from a divorce granted by a 
single judge. That, in his mind, was 
equivalent to saying that the i'lnglish 
Divorce act did not apply for the 
Divorce act gave a right of 
appeal. It seemed to him aBtonisliing 
that such a jurisdiction should be per- 
sisted in, at least until upheld by a de- 
cision after due argument. It was too 
serious a question to be shirked. He 
would now give an opportunity of ap- 
pealing upon the present motion which 
he would order to be struck out on the 
ground of want of juriEdiction, 



THE"COKONA" ON THE FLATS. 

Nipped on the Flats at Wrangel But Not 
Likely to Be Long Detained. 

When the steamer City of Seattle 
passed Wrangel Narrows ou her recent 
trip down, the Corona, of the P. C. S. S. 
Co. fleet was held prisoner on the Hats 
there, having been nipped by the tide 
while upward bound. She was not in 
any danger when the Seattle passed, and 
will in all probability accomplish her 
own release and arrive back on or about 
her schedule date— December 3. 

The Columbia, from the Sound, left for 
the Orient yesterday after spending the 
iireater part of a day in port (;om]ileting 
cartjo. Jler pasEeiigera wero mainly 
Chinese, while her cargo included flour, 
machinery, condensed milk, cotton and 
lumber. So heavily laden was she that 
■10,000 feet of lumber offering here hati 
to be declined.

There Must Be Greater Production 
Before Facilities for Treatment 
Are Increased. 



Working Capital Required to Start 
Up Many Fromisiug Kossland 
Properties. 



Tkail, B.C., Nov. 25.— Few places in 
British Columbia from a commercial 

standpoint are so interesting aa Trail 
Here the frnita of the miner's industry 
and enterprise are apparent. There is 
the cosy, well built town by the banks 
of the Columbia, and there is tbe big 
smelter on tbe hill, a very hive of in- 
dustry, and there are tbe railroads in- 
cessantly scurrying to and from. 

Few people know that Kosaland is now 
producing gold at the rate of ^i3,500,000 
a year. That it produces about $550,000 
in copper and about $160,000 in silver, 
The smelter at Trail handles this entire 
product, and is prepared to handle three 
times the amount, for the truth is that 
the atnelter at Trail has a cajjacity away 
ahead of the producing capacity of Rosa- 
lantl. This is a fact which ia worthy the 
consideration of those who talk about 
new ameltors at Robaon and elsewhere. 
When tbo Nortbport smelter ia in 
running order there will not be half 
enough ore out of the Roesland camp to 
supply both, and unless some big de- 
velopments take place the Trail smelter 
must abut down for lack of ore. 

There baa been an endleas amount of 
humbug apoken and written about the 
poaaibility of amelting Roasland ores at 
hall the present cost. The coat of amelt- 
ing RoBsIand ores can be reduced 25 per 
cent, when coke ia delivefed here at 
per ton, and when the Boundary and 
Slocan ores can be treated jointly with 
Roasland ores, but a greater saving than 
25 per cent, cannot possibly be ellected 
unless workmen and railroads do buai- 
ncBs for nothing. In other words, min- 
ing men who expect to make money or 
to pay expenses out of ^^lO Rossland ore 
are going to be aadly disappointed, until 
some proceaa is discovered for treating 
audi ore chemically ; that is, by some 
procesB similar to the cyanide process 

Ab to recent Roesiantl developmenta I 
can write most hopefully. The War 
Eagle ia now in excellent shape, and 
should immediately begin to ehip at 
least 100 tons a day, and could easily 
ship more if owners wanted to. The 
Cliff in shipping about 10 tons of excel 
lent copper ore that runa from 7 to IS 
per cent, in copper and one-half ounce 
in gold to the tun. Tbe Centre Star ia 
shipping about 20 tons of even a higher 
grade than the ClilT, and the J.,e Roi 
averages about 200 tons a day. The 
Poorman is also shipping, and so is the 
Iron Mask. 

The Clifl', the Centre Star, the Even 
ing Star and tbe Great Western have all 
big bodies of eond shipping ore, but not 
a single one of theso properties has been 
developed to obtain the heat and proper 
reaults. Again and again it baa been 
pointed out by geologists and experts 
that depth must be obtained in Koss- 
land mines to get at the rCKUlar ore 
bodies and at the true values. Tbe Le 
Roi was the despair of its owners until 
a depth of 100 feet was reached, and_ tbe 
old War Eagle company sold out in a 
panic before they had developed tbe 
property to a depth of 200 feet. At 
present deptli both are bonanzas. There 
lias been an immense amount of work 
done in ttie Clill" and the Centre Star, 
but it has been too near tbe surface to 
obtain good results. The Great Western 
promises to be one of the big minea of 
the camp, but in two years the owners 
have not spent $5,000 on it, Tlio Even 
ing Star, another mine of excellent ore, 
is being now developed properly for the 
first time in its hiatory, and the Sunset, 
the Deer Park, the Monte Criato, the 
Iron Colt and the Colonna are all being 
worked to advantage. 

There are a dozen very promising pro- 
perties in Roasland closed down for lack 
of working capital. Their treasury 
stock is either exhausted or unsaleable 
and the condition of things it! retardinu 
Rosaland'B growth cousiderahly. 

The owners of the Went Ee Roi and 
Joaiu have not done a stroke of work on 
theae claims for over a year, and yet, 
they last week absolutely refused to take 
$150,000 for it. The Uomestake, tbe 
Lee, the Maid of Erin and tbo (lopher 
have all been transferred to I.)ndon 
capitalists, but no work is luring done 
and people here are feeling nort- about it. 
Negotiations are pendini; for ;he sale of 
tlie Commander, the Josif, ihe Nest Egg, 
Roasland Red Mountain, and several 
other claims, to Engllub uupitalieta, but 
thp«e negotiatiors firoutied slowly. 

There are nuineroua claims in Ross- 
land owned by j iint stock companies 
which are of the wild cat order. They 
have nut now and never did have any 
intrinsic value in themselves. The min- 
eral way HO base that its commercial 
value was nil or there was no mineral at 
all. It was llie foisting of such wonli- 
Uiss etuff on the public that really ])re- 
venteil the |)ur(;haee of the treaeiiry 
stock of good and oxcollont ventures. 
In Bomo, d(!Volopnients have demon- 
strated that the ore won't pay to mine at 
present prices. The St. ICIino, for in- 
Btanci', baa an immense ore body that 
will average about $10, that at present ia 
no more valuable than fireclay. The

condition. 'It has a vast rore body, but 
tbe co.^t of production exceeds' tlie value 
of the product. What Rossland wants 
is capital to develop and prbspeot; to 
locate the ore chimneys and the bodies 
of pay ore. It wants more men like 
Messrs. Gooderham and Blackstock, and 
in time it will get thera ; but in the 
meanwhile what is the use of talking 
about building emelters when the ore 
production is not sufEcient for the 
capacity of the Trail amelter alone.

ME. GRAHAM'S RAILROAD VIEWS. 

In a speech delivered by that gentle- 
man in Grand Forks on the evening of 
October 30, be stated with regard to the 

railway votes given by him in the house 
at the last sesBion tliat lie had voted 
against the granting of both $4,000 a 
mile and a land grant to a company pro- 
posing to construct a railway into this 
district, and in so doing, Mr. Graham 
aaid : " I did so with the etrongest en- 
doraation of the people of this district." 

At the same meeting, when asked 
what he would do if $4,000 a mile with- 
out a land grant proved to be insufficient 
to induce railway promoters to come in- 
to the district, Mr. Graham said he would 
advocate provincial government con- 
struction of the road. Probably the hon- 
orable member considered that this too 
would receive " the strongest endorsa- 
tion from the people of the district." 

Now, tbe district of East Yale which 
i\Ir. Graham represents does not con- 
sist of a bunch of farmers aronnd Arm- 
strong. Mr. Graham may have their 
" strongest endoraation " (although we 
very much doubt it) for his extraordin- 
ary ides about railway construction, but 
the great mininp; centre which liea aouth 
of Okar.aKoa Landing and which is being 
held back and starved for want of a rail- 
way, does not endorse these views at all. 
How many years would it take, let any 
reasonable man ask himself, before we 
had a railway line if it depended upon 
the government to build it? The ques- 
tion answers itaelf. The government 
has not got the money and years must 
elapse in such a caeo. Mr. Graham ia 
talking for the sake of talking. Ho 
knows, or if ho does not be knows noth- 
ing, that the government could not con- 
struct such a road for years to come. 
Neither the present government nor a 
government composed of Mr. Graham's 
frienda. 

Then as to tbe subaidy. That $4,000 
a mile is not BufHclent inducement is 
evidenced by the fact that although that 
amount has been voted, no one haa been 
induced by it yet to undertake tbe rail- 
way. jMr. Graham talks about $S,000 
more from the Dominion government, 
and says if that and tbo $4,000 is not 
enough to induce construction, then the 
provincial government should construct 
it. .Anyway he would not agree that 
the $4,000 would be supplemented by a 
land grant. 

Whether $12,000 a mile would be suf- 
ficient to persuade capitalists to under- 
take construction is not tbe (jueation. 
So far, the Dominion government has 
not (in spite of Mr. Graham's assertion) 
given the $S,000 spoken of by him. The 
only inducement bo far offered is $4,000 
and, although this is proved insufficient, 
Mr. Graham would draw the line there. 
If it is not enough, it is a pity, the road 
must wait; but in any event no land 
grant, that ia our present member's 
policy, and for Buch a' policy the people 
of this district will cordially vote that 
Mr. Graham atay at home after June 
next. 

Aa if this fatuous announcement of 
his views was not enough, Mr. Graham, 
in the same speech, falls foul of Mr 
Heinze, chielly on the ground that " iMr 
Heinze waa closely identified with the 
government." Well, why not? Mr. 
Heinze would not be Mr. Ileinzo if ho 
did not endeavor to stand well with a 
government with which he was trying to 
do bueinesB. Perhaps Mr. Graham thinks 
he should have identified himself with 
the opposition. 

The fact is Our Member is talking 
about things he does not understand. 
In this half of the gentleman's constitu- 
ency Mr. Ileinzo is considered one of the 
men to whose energy and command of 
capital ia due a izreat deal of the jirosper- 
ity of West Kootenay, and we only wish 
we had him, or a few like him, in the 
Boundary Creek district. It irt to men 
like Heiiine and Corbin that we look for 
a railway, and Mr. Graham is out in hie 
reckoning if be thinks tliat wu object to 
.Mr. ileinze because he is (aiiotlier atate- 
inont of tlie M. P. P. 'a which wo very 
much doubt) "closely identilied with 
t'le government." Mr. Graham may as 
well understand that we don't look at 
" the government" through his specta- 
cles. We want a railway and we want it 
quick. If the government oflere induce- 
ment enough to capital to get us a rail- 
road we will be grateful. If the govern- 
ment oppoaes a railway we will vote 
against it next election. 

So far it ia the oppusition and not the 
government which haa stood in the way 
of t\di district having a road. — Grand 
Forks Miner.

This, aent to 
the San Francisco police, resulted in 
their discovering that Wilson was also 
Kasson, the embezzler, who had escaped 
from tlie deputy sherifF after arrest. 
Then, by communicating with Pinker- 
ton's agency at Portland, the Vic- 
toria police have secured more of 
KasEon'a record. A letter from there 
yesterday states that Wilson or 
KasBon was there in tbe early part of 
October ami stayed for ten d'aya. His 
photograph, sent on from Victoria, haa 
been identifled by a Mrs. Dick, with 
whom Wilson boarded. He then went 
under the name of F. W. Martin and 
passed a bogus check on hia landlady for 
.$oO to pay for hia board. He also passed 
a pecond check on another Portlander for 
$25. He played his game by giving the 
checks after banking houra, eo that it 
was impoHsible to find out the deception 
until tlio next day. Probably more of 
Kasson'a history will come to light, and 
when he finishee up his term in Victoria 
ho will bo wanted by other places whore 
bo has conducted hia awindlingBuhomea.
